Where the Money Goes 


‘‘Americans must work nearly one full year out of every 
eight—or about six weeks out of every year—just to pay the 
cost of the federal government,’’ points out the United States 
News, and continues: ‘‘When the local and state government 
costs are added to the expenditures of the national government 
the average American must work two years out of every eight 
to pay the cost of government.” 

The tax colleetor gets a big cut in every pay check—and| 
that isn’t all; that cut is growing larger continually. He reaches 
in and takes part of all the money you spend—whether for food, 
clothing, groceries, entertainment, utilities or what not. At this 
time there goes for taxes a greater amount than was ever before 
collected in time of peace in this country. 

The Twentieth Century Fund estimates that total govern- 
ment costs have reached the colossal sum of $17,000,000,000 a 
year—approximately 25 per cent of the national income in good 
times. Thus—when you work four weeks there goes for taxes 
the earnings of one of those weeks. 

And in spite of an increase in governmental income during 
July the Treasury Department ended the first month of the new 
fiscal year with a deficit of $249,384,405.92—which is more than 
double the deficit for July of last year. Receipts for July were 
$409,160,636—about $116,000,000 more than the same month a 
year ago. Thus the nation began the new fiseal year with a defi- 
cit of practically a quarter billion dollars, 

So—as expenditures increased more rapidly than receipts 
the national debt also kept on sky rocketing, the treasury list- 
ing the public debt of the country on Aug. 2 at $36,715,695,702.64 
—an increase of about $4,000,000,000 in a year. 

Also upon examination of the cause of the deficit it was 
shown that in nearly every item of ‘‘departmental expendi- 
tures’’ the amounts for July exceeded the same month of Jast 
year. While increased receipts came from both income and 
miscellaneous internal revenue taxes, the chief factor was re- 
ceipts from the social security tax, which is one per cent on em- 
ployes’ salaries and a similar amount from employers. 

Don’t sound so good—does it 

But what are we going to do about. it? 

The continual boosting of taxes will stop only when the 
voice of the people is loud enough to demand it. And the effect- 
ive way to register that demand is at the polls. That applies all 
along the line—from the national capitol on down. Unfulfilled 
promises will not do it.

The publisher of a small town newspaper who is a friend 
of this News Guy tells of an instance that occurred in his town. 
However, similar instances occur too frequently in all small 
towns. <A representative of a big printing firm in a neighboring 
city who stepped into a restaurant to get ‘‘a bite’’ to eat was 
telling a fellow salesman of the large amount of business he had 
done—which was plenty large.

While this particular instance concerned 
the printing business, it also applies to practically every other 
business in a small town. The fellow who spends his money 
away from home is helping build up another town or city at the 
expense of his own. Better spend it at home—where it will pay 
taxes and contribute to community enterprises in general.

Traffic Questions 


| Answered Here | 
+-— a 

Q—If a street car is stopped op- 
posite a safety zone and is unload- 
ing or taking on passengers, do I 
have to bring my car to a stop 
and wait? 

A—The Vehicle Code provides 
that where a safety zone has been 
established or at an intersection 
where traffic is controlled by an 
officer or a traffic signal device, a 
vehicle need not be brought to a 
stop before passing any interurban 
electric or street car but may pro- 
ceed at a speed not greater than 10 
miles per hour and with due cau- 
tion for the safety of pedestrians. 

Q—Suppose there is no safety 
zone, traffic control device or traf- 
fic officer? 

A—In that event, if passengers 
are getting on or off cars the law 
provides you must bring your ve- 
hicle to a stop to the rear of the 
nearest running board or door of 
such interurban electric or street 
car and therupon remain standing 
until all passengers have boarded 
such street car or upon alighting 
have reached a place of safety. 

Q—Is it ever permissible to drive 
an automobile through a safety 
zone? 

A-—tThe law is specific on this in 
that it states that no vehicle shall 
at any time be driven through or 
within a safety zone. 

Q—Must the entire face of the 
registration certificate be visible or 
may I carry it so folded that my 
name and address and license num- 
ber is visible? 

A—tThe entire face of the certifi- 
cate must be plainly visible. This 
is so that cars may be more readily 
checked for the motor and serial 
number and other information that 
may be helpful to you in the event 
your car may be stolen. 

Q—In walking upon the open 
highway on which side of the road 
are pedestrians required to walk? 

A—Always walk to the left and 
face oncoming traffic. 

Q—I find that my two spotlights 
give me better road illumination 
than do the headlamps, May I use 
them at night instead of the head- 
lamps? ‘ 

A—No spot lights may be used 
as substitutes for headlights at any 
time. Perhaps if your head light 
bulbs were removed, the reflectors 
cleaned and terminals checked, you 
would find considerable improve- 
ment. 

Q—What is the candle power 
limit on lights on cars? 

A—The candle power varies as 
approved by the Department. Con- 
sult official headlight stations be- 
fore making changes. 

Q—Do pedestrians have the 
right of way at crosswalks when 
they are marked by white lines on 
the pavement ? 

A—Yes, 

Q—Are stickers allowed on 
windshields of cars that advertise 
events and products, 

A-—Only on the lower corner op- 
posite the driver. The must be

Classes on the Chaffey campus 
and throughout the Chaffey 
school district will begin Sept.

The 1938 senior class at Chaf- 
fey will be much larger than for- 
mer graduating classes, 316 be- 
ing enrolled at present..
